Propagation Notes (As of 10:01 AM 03/03/2023) 

Solar flux readings have been fairly steady this past week, ranging from a low of 148 

on February 23rd to the weekly high of 169 on March 2nd. The sunspot count weekly high 
was 192 on the 27th and the low was 100 on February 28th. Geomagnetic conditions 
were slightly disturbed to begin the week with a K-Index of 5 on the 23rd, but became 
very disturbed with a geomagnetic storm on February 27th when the K-Index hit 7. 
Northern lights were spectacular over wide areas during the storm. Conditions returned to 
relative calm on March ist and 2nd. 


Solar activity has been moderate this week, as reflected in the number of significant 
flares. There is a 10% probability of an X-flare in the next 48 hours. 


Propagation conditions remain very good outside of the geomagnetic disturbances, with 
good DX on all the HF bands from 20 through 10 meters. 


NOAA's predicted solar flux is 165 March 3rd-5th, 170 and 175 on March 6th-7th, 180 on 
March 8th-9th and 165 on March 10th.
